WASHINGTON, April 27—The 
House of Representatives today 
approved a record $51,860,000,000 
road-building program with tax 
increases on highway users to 
help pay for it. 

The authorization bill was 
passed by a vote of 388 to 19 and 
sent to the Senate. 

It calls for federal outlays of 
$37,610,000,000—-thrice the present 
ratc—over a 13-year period. The 
states would build the roads and 
pay $14,250,000,000 of the cost. 


16-YEAR TAXES 


Higher taxes on gasoline, tires, 
trucks, buses and trailers would 
be levied over a 16-year period 
to produce an estimated $14,814,- 
000,000 in new federal revenues. 

To the average motorist this 
would mean an increase‘of $6 to 
$9 a year in the cost of operating 
an automobile, according to Rep. 
Boggs (D-LA). Boggs devised the 
bill’s tax features. 

Both the construction and reve- 
nue provisions would become ef- 
fective next July 1.

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Road Bill Presents 
A Tough Challenge 


Congressional approval of a 51-billion- 
dollar 10-year federal road aid plan now 
seems assured. While there may be a 
few changes before final passage by both 
houses, the outline of the plan now ap- 
pea’s fairly clear. 

Georgia apparently will be eligible for 
198 million dollars in aid during the first 
three years of the program. How much 
additional money the state will have to 
raise to get the maximum still must be 
determined, but it is obvious that addi- 
tional state funds would have to be made 
available. 

One really splendid aspect of the plan 
is the money allocated for the main sys- 
tem of interstate highways through the 
state. The federal government, according 
to present interpretations, will foot 90 
per cent of the cost of these improve- 
ments. A total of $34,900,000 would be 
available to Georgia from federal funds 
the first year for these roads. 

The state’s through highways are still 
in deplorable condition. U.S. 78 from the 
Alabama line to the point where it crosses 
into South Carolina is in a terrible con- 
dition. So are a number of our other 
major thoroughfares. The prospect of im- 
proving them is most welcome. 

There will be $16,900,000, says the 
Washington report, made available dur- 
ing the first year for primary, secondary 
and urban roads in Georgia. These funds 
will be on a 50-50 basis. Whether the 
state can match these funds and carry 
on the present program at the same time 
is the big question now. 

The federal appropriation will be in- 
creased to $77,900,000 in its third year of 
operation. 

The project will present a real chal- 
lenge to the state. It will be the biggest 
road-building job ever undertaken. There 
will be terrific competition for engineers, 
equipment and material on a national 
scale. More funds must be found for main- 
tenance. 

If Georgia and the other states are 
able to continue their present projects 
and still take advantage of the new fed- 
eral aid projects, the nation’s highway 
system will approximate the needs of 
the nation’s economy and the flood of 
traffic that threatens to choke it. 

Theoretically the program is supposed 
to pay for itself in savings to motorists 
and in its stimulus to the national econ- 
omy. Whether it does or not, it recog- 
nizes the fact that the country’s highway 
system is a major national problem that 
must be remedied and paid for by those 
who use it. 


Credit Rating Needed 
To Enjoy State Parks? 


Pledged to the thesis that a state park 
should bring in money, Georgia has leased 
many of her public playgrounds to private 
operators. 

Therefore there should be no raised 
eyebrows at the announcement that the 
lessee of Vogel State Park has upped the 
weekly rate for a four-place cabin from 
$35 to $60. 

As the operator explained, the park 
already is booked for July and August 
and accommodations there have been im- 
proved considerably. 

As the lessee, he is operating a private 
business. Parks department contracts with 
the lessees ignored a rate structure. 
Therefore lessees are subject to the law of 
supply and demand only and cannot be 
criticized for charging what the traffic 
will bear. 

But somewhere the idea behind the 
parks has been lost. As state properties, 
they were not planned as fiscal assets. 
They were supposed to be places where 
the common man could play at low cost, 
paying off in healthiet and happier people 
rather than cash. 


It looks like the forgotten man has 
been forgotten again after a long time in 
the center of the stage.

Its plat- 
form no longer attracts hundreds of 
thousands of voters, for its most enticing 
planks later were nailed into the plat- 
forms of America’s two major parties. 

The Socialists were considered revolu- 
tionary in their prime. They voiced the 
hopes of the oppressed and distressed. 

These hopes have been translated into 
fact by the Democrats and Republicans 
and very, very few consider them social- 
istic now, even creepingly so. 

The demise of militant socialism is a 
tribute to the American way of doing 
things and a proof of the advantages 
of evolution over revolution. Its aims 
accomplished by reason and not violence, 
there no longer is any real reason for 
the party’s existence.

If Rocky can resist the lure of a comeback, he will be the 
only unbeaten heavy titleholder ever to quit withdut losing a pro 
fight or even boxing a draw. Gene Tunney made it stick when 
he stepped down in 1928, but he had been beaten earlier in his 
career by Harry Greb. Jim Jeffries, a non-loser when he retired, 
tried to come back and was knocked out by Jack Johnson. Joe 
Louis also failed in a comeback attempt. 


Marciano, who admitted he will be 38 on Sept. 21, said he 
weighed only 212 pounds, about 23 over his normal fighting 
weight. He insisted physical condition had nothing to do — 
his decision to stop fighting. 


“I am retiring because of my wife and Mary Anne (his 31%. 
year-old daughter),” said Marciano at a hastily called news con- 
ference after his wife, Barbara, already had released the news 
to Vic Dubois, sports editor of the Brockton (Mass.) Enterprise. 
“Actually I feel good. I still have some good fights left in me.” 

“‘My mother never did want me to fight,”” said Rocky. ‘‘My 
decision puts her very much at ease. My father always liked box- 
ing but he’s happy to see me quit. 


‘Barbara has been after me to quit for some time. After the 
Don Cockell fight (in San Francisco, May 16, 1955) we spent a 
month together in Mexico. She did a lot of talking about our not 
being together and how I had to be introduced to the baby every 
time I went home.

He 
noted, however, that the annual 
rainfall at Athens in the past 71 
years has varied from 32.20 
inches to 75.80 inches.

Defining a drought as 14 or 
more days with no more than 
.25 inch of rain any day, Carreker 
said Athens has had 286 two-week 
droughts, 60 four-week droughts 
and 24 six-week droughts in the 
past 65 years. 

He said the “same trend in 
dfoughts’”’ was shown in similar 
studies at Rome, Macon and Tif- 
ton in a 25-year period. 
“Adequate soil moisture 
throughout the crop growing sea- 
son,”’ he said, “‘is now recognized 
as a major need in agricultural 
production.’’
